T might have been expected that ſo 
Great a Lover of Hiſtory, and fo 
profound a Critic, ſhould long before 
now have ſe: the World right, with 
regard to Mr. Echard's Hiſtory, or at 
leaſt have come off in your Vindicating, 
Clearing and Rectifying, a little more to your 
Honour than ſome of your own Friends he- 
lieve you have. Your peeviſh and inſipid Let- 
ter to My. Archdeacon, | aſſure you has contri- 
buted, if poſſible, to raiſe the Dignity and 
Value of his Hiſtory, and it will be diffieult 
to perſuade the World but that you ſtill re- 
tain the {ame Tincture of Calumny and Falf- +. 
hood, that ſo remarkably ſcafon'd your T 
U e „ bridgnent; 
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bridge WR the fame Partiality to your Friends 


of your Enemies, run thro' 
the whole Courſe of this doughty Performance, 
and without the trouble of a tedious Circum- 
ſtantial Anſwer, one might ſafely fay in plain 
Engliſh, that Dr. Calamy has the Ola Puri- 
ran Spirit, and reſolves to deny and disbe- 
lieve every thing that makes againſt him. 
Your crying out Popery and Diſaffection 
upon every one that has the Courage to lay 
open your Principles, you know 18 a plece 
of Art of a very Old Date, and has formerly 
been of great Service to your ſelf, and there- 
fore it is no manner of Surprize to me, 
to hear you catechiſing Mr. Archdeacon about 
his Dedication, and adviſing him to uſe the 
utmoſt Caution in every thing that might be 
likely to touch King George in Perſon, or am 
that belong d to him; this is a Caution how- 
ever that I muſt recommend to your own No- 
tice, when you take upon you to ſpeak of his 
Royal Uncl:s, Charles the firſt and ſecond, 
and James the ſecond, . who it ſeems, Poor 
Princes! are of late ſtruck out of the Pedi- 
gree, as if it were a mighty Emolument to 


his Majeſty, to be made aſham'd of two or 
three Kings, his Relations. 


You might have excus'd your ſelf the 
trouble of diſcovering to us the Honour you 


enjoy by being the Poſterity of the old honeſt 


"Puritans ;, Who doubts it? But I remember 
a few Lines of Advice that were given by 


King 
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James the Firſt to his Son, (I can't ſay 
i them for his bang A likewiſe, 
the Queen of Bohemia, His Majeſty's Royal 
Grandmother) * Take heed, 100 , of the 
* Puritans, the very Peſts of the Church and 

Commonwealth, whom no Deſerts can o- 
blige, neither Oaths nor Promiſes bind, 
breathing nothing but Sedition and Calum- 
nies, aſpiring without meaſure, railzpg with- 
out Reaſon, and making their own Imagi- 
nations the Square of their Conſtiences; I 
proteſt before the Great God, that you 
will never find among the Highlanders 
baſer Thieves, greater Ingrafitude, and 
more Lyes and vile Perjuries than among 
thoſe Fanatical Spirits; and ſuffer not the 
Principals of them to brook your Land, if 

ou like to fit at reſt, except you would 

eep them for trying your Patience, as So- 
crates did an evil Wife. 

But theſe Remarks are not the immediate 
Buſineſs of this Letter ; your huge Concern 
for the Reputation of your own Honoured 
Grandfather, Mr. Edmund Calamy, was what 
alarm'd me, and the Reſentments you ſhw 
at his being delivered down by a 4dignify'd 
Hiſtorian, as a Promoter of Rebellion, and an 
Incendiary to Poſterity Mr. Archdeacon, Iam 
confident, is very well able to defend the 
Characters he has given of Mun Calamy and 
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the other Righteous Limbs of that worſhip- 

ful Aſſembly By calling them Incendiaries, 
he has beſtow'd upon them no other Titles 
than what they were long ago complimented 


with by the Sober and Godly Part of the Nati- 


on, the Independents, your preſent very good 
Allies and Confederates. J The Aſſembly 
© is Antichriſtian, Romiſb, Blood); the Plagues 
and Peſts of the Kingdom, Baal's Prieſts, 
Diviners, Soothſayers, with two Horns like 
*3 Lamb, but a Mouth like a Dragon, inſa- 
© ciable Flirelings, Gehaxi's Cheaters, Pul- 
* pited Divines, Diſtributers of Sunday, 
* Dolcs, Simonious, Decimating Clergy, com- 
mon Incendiaries. 

But our Engliſb Hiſtorian ſcorns to rake 
in ſuch Kennels as theſe for Characters; Ed. 
mund Culamy has given us enough under bis 
own Hand to prove the Charge upon him, 
and his own Words muſt be allow'd for good 
Evidence; I ask Mr. Echard's Pardon if he 
thinks me impertinent for concerning my ſelf 
in this Controverſy, but my Deſign is no more 
than the Defence of Truth, and the Detecti- 
on of Villany, to repreſent an Aſſembly-man 
in his proper Colours, and to ſhew in a few 
Words, that Old Edmund Calamy muſt and 
ought to ſtand branded in Hiſtory for a. Re- 
bel and an Incendiary to the end of the 
World, 
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The Defence of your honoured Grandfa- 
ther takes up about three Pages in your Let- 
ter; you begin with telling us that he was no 
Chaplain in the Army, which is nothing to 
the purpoſe ; and then you proceed, he was 
no Enemy to a Liturgy, freed from Paſſages 
liable to juſt Objections, and was rather for 
reforming Epiſcopacy according to Biſhop Uſh- 
er's Platform, than eradicating it, Now to 
judge of the Affection Mr. Calamy had to 
Liturgy and Epiſcopacy, it muſt be obſerv'd, 
that before the Rebellion broke out he did 
conform, in ſome meaſure, to the Service of 
the Church, for which Conformity he was 
afterwards queſtion'd by Mr. Burton, and 
thus he defended himſelf. 
* © For my own particular I crave leave 
to declare, to all that ſhall read theſe Lines, 
what I have done to manifeſt my Repen- 
tance, and let Mr, Burton then judge whe- 
ther it be repented of or no. 
* Firſt, I went to Bury, and there made in 
a Sermon, a Recantation and Retraction of 
what I had done, in the hearing of Thou- 
ſands; and this I did before the Times 
turn'd againſt Epiſcopacy, not out of Dit- 
tent, nor becauſe 1 was diſappointed of my 
expected Preferment at Court. | 
* Secondly, After my coming to London, 
* at the beginning of this Parliament, I was 
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© 'one of thoſe that did joyn in making Sm 


* A&ymnus, which was the firſt Deadly Blow 
© to Epiſcopacy in England of late Years, 
* Thirdly, My Houſe was a Receptacle 
* for Godly Miniſters in the worſt of Times ; 
© here was the Remonſtrance framed again 
the Prelates; here were all Meetings. I wag 
the firſt that openly declar'd before a Com- 
mittee of Parliament, that our Biſhops were 
not only not an Order diſtin from Presby. 
ters, but that in Scripture a Biſhop and a 
* Preſbzter were all one. I bluſh to ſpeak of 
* theſe Things, but the judicious Reader 
* will conſider how I am provok'd to it, and 
will pardon me. 
* As for the Service Book, let Mr. Bur- 
ton know that at a Meeting at my Houſe 
it was reſolved by above a hundred Mini- 
ſters, after a long Debate upon divers 
weighty Conſiderations, that all that could 
in their Judgments ſubmit to the Read- 
ing of ſome Part of it, ſhould be in- 
treated for a while to continue ſo to do. 
To this our Diſſenting Brethren did agree. 
* This is enough to give any Man Satiſ⸗ 
faction for the late laying of it down. 
The Character of the vileſt Hypocrite up- 
on Farth could not be drawn in blacker 
Colours than this Non-Con has done his 
own. Pious *Mr. Calamy could go to 
Church, and affront God, and for a Blind 


read ſome Part of the Liturgy, when he 
: Wag 
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was inſidiouſſy confpiring the Ruin and De- 


ſtruction of the Whole, This it ſeems 
might lawfully be done for 2 white, as an 
Expedient, in order to be ready to aſſiſt 
Providence in carrying on the great Work af 
Reformation, and the better to prepare Mat- 
ters for the intended Change that was to fol- 
low. But he repents and retrafts before 
Thouſands, and all is well! Such no Ene- 
mies to a Liturgy ! I am afraid we have now 
too many, who ſubmit to the Service of the 
Church, as under a heavy Burden, and for 
a while comply with Prayers in order to un- 
dermine and lay them down, 
Nor was your Honoured Grandfather a 
better Friend to Epiſcopacy. Pray, Doctor, 
is to give Epiſcopasy a deadly Blow, or to 
knock any thing on the Head, the way to 
reform it ? And is not the making a Biſhop and 
Presbyter all one, the Eradication of Epiſ- 
copacy ?

But Mr. Calamy's Maſter-piece is ſtill be- 
hind : His Speech at Guild-Hal in forty- three, 
where he ſtretches his Lungs and his Elo- 
quence and a great many Texts of Scripture, 
to perſuade the Citizens to contribute towards 
the bringing in of the Scots, I think is ini- 
mitable.

I ſhall not trouble my ſelf to remark upon 
the canting Low Spirit and poor Hungry Ar- 
gument of this Piece of Oratory, neither ſhall 
examine the falſe Doctrine he advances, 
the Horrid Blaſphemy of his Compariſons, 
or the Beyiſh Pedantry of his Similes, but 
leave him to the Mercy of his Reader in his 
own Words, which are as follow.

Gentlemen, 
V OU have heard a Worthy Gentleman 
of the Houſe of Commons, it is deſir'd 
by this Grave and Reverend Aſſembly of Mini- 
ſters, that three of the Miniſters of this 
Aſſembly ſhould likewiſe ſpeak unto you con- 
cerning this Great Buſineſs, and notwith- 
ſtanding my great Indiſpoſition of Body, be- 
ing required by them, though that Gentleman 
of the Houſe of Commons hath ſpoken fo 
abundantly to the Purpoſe, yet notwithſtand- 
ing, I am here come to ſpeak ſomething, the 
rather to declare my Willingneſs to appear in 
this Cauſe, that is every Way ſo juſt, and e- 
very Way ſo honeſt and fo good, that I may 
truly ſay as the Martyr did, that if I bad as 
many Lives as there are Hairs on my Head, 
1 would be willing to ſacrifice all theſe Lives 
in this Cauſe, You know the Story of Cræ- 
ſus, that though he never ſpoke in his Life, 
— when he ſaw his Father ready to be 
illed, it untied the Strings of his Tongue, 
and then he crycd that they would not kill 
his Father: You are not Ignorant that En- 
gland and Ireland lye a dying, and though 
never appear'd in this Place, yet I bleſs 
Cod that hath given me that Health this 
Day to ſpeak ſomething in this Cauſe, . 
tne

the reviving the Lying Condition of England 
and Ireland: It is ſuch a Care as is able to 
make a very Infant Eloquent, and a dumb 
1 to ſpeak that never ſpake in all his 
Life. 


The Matter 1 am deſired to ſpeak to, is 


concerning the Contribution, to perſuade you 
to be liberal towards the bringing in of the 
Scots, to help us in this our great Neceſũty. 
I would intreat you to remember that it 1s 
not many Years ago, ſince our Brethren of 
Scatland came. hither into England ina war- 
like Manner, and yet with peaceable Aﬀe- 
tions, and that you would remind your 
ſelves what good they did to you, when they 
were then in England; they were the Chief 
Cauſes of this Parliament that now we enjoy, 
and of all the good that hath been reaped by 
this Parliament, as you may well remember. 
By their coming in you know this Parlia- 


ment was procured, and their ſecond commg 


in, through Gods Mercy, may be a Means 
to confirm this Parliament, and to eſtablith 
it, and to uphold it in its Dignity, and in the 
Privileges of it, and to keep it from being 
ruined ; and if the Parliament be ruined, 
you, all well know that our Religion and 
our Liberties: are ruined, for the Parkament 
is tbe great Conſervator of Religion and Li- 
berties ;, and I may truly ſay (as you know 
Caligula did once with, that all Rome were 
one Neck that he might cut it off at one

Blow) they that intend to ruin the Parlia- 
ment, they ruin your Religion and Liber- 
ties and all England at one Blow : Now] 
ſay, as their firſt coming was a Means to pro- 
duce this Parliament, ſo their ſecond coming in 
(through God's Bleſſing) may be a Means 
to eſtabliſhit and confirm it; and wher they 
had done their Work, how willingly they 
went away without doing any hurt? and [ 
doubt not of the fame Faithfulneſs, nay you 
ought all to believe, that they will likewiſe, 
when they have done the Work they are 
called to in England, they will likewiſe with 
the ſame Faithfulneſs depart, for it is Re- 
ligion that brings them here, and the fame 
Religion will make them willingly leave us, 
and go home to their own Country when they 
have done the Work for which they came. 

I am aſſured that the great Hope at Ox- 
ford is, that they will never prevail for the 
getting of Money for to bring them in, I 
foreſee there are many Objections that may 
be brought to hinder this Work, many Moun- 
tains of Oppoſition that will lie in their Way: 
And likewiſe that the Malignants will buz 
many Things in your Ears, if it be poſſible 
to put ſome _—_ ub in the Way, to hin- 
der the effecting of this Work; but I hope 


that Love you have to God, and to your 
Religian and the Goſpel, and to your Wives 
and Children, will ſwallow down all theſe 
Objections, and conquer them all; PII _ 

me 
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ſome few Objections, and give you ſome 
ſhort Anſwer. 


Some, it may be, will put you in Mind to 


call in Queſtion the Lawfulneſs of contribu- 
ting toward the bringing in of the Scots 
to this Nation; but for this P11 give you 
an eaſier Anſwer; certainly, Gentlemen, it 
is as lawful for the Parliament to call in our 
Brethren of Scotland to their Help, as it is 
lawful for me when my Houſe is on Fire, and 
not able to quench it my ſelf, to call in my 
Neighbour to quench my Houſe that 1s 
=_ to burn down, The Kingdom is all 
on Fire, we are not able with that Speed to 

uench it as we wiſh, we call in our Bre- 
dc in Scotland, to help us to quench the 
Flames that are kindled among us: It is as 
lawful as it is for the Maſter and Mariners of 
a Ship, when it is ready to fink through a 
mighty Tempeſt, to call in other Mariners 
to help to keep the Ship from ſinking. It is 
the Condition of our Kingdom now it 1s 
ready to fink, and it is our deſire that our 
Brethren of Scotland ſhould come in to our 
Aid to keep it from ſinking. 

But it may be ſome others will obje& and 
ſay, why ſhould We that are Miniſters en- 
gage our ſelves ſo much in this Buſineſs? I 
would put you in Mind of the 10th of Num- 
bers, there vou ſhall read that there were

two Silver Trumpets, and as there were 
Prieſts ap; 0'nted for the Convocation of their 
C A em-

Aſſemblies, ſo there were Prieſts to ſound the 
Silver Trumpets to proclaim the War, And 
likewiſe in dt 2cth of Deuteronomy you ſhall 
find there, that when the Children of Iſrael 
were to go out to War, the Sons of Levi, 
one of the Prieſis, was to make a Speech to 
encourage them. And certainly if this were 
the Way of God in the Old Teſtament, cer- 
tainly much more in ſuch @ Cauſe as this, in 
which Religion is ſo intwined, and indeed fo 
interlaid, that Religion and this Cauſe, whey 
are like Hippocrates his Twins, they mult 
ive and dye together. | 

But there is another Objection which! 
will Anſwer, and then brietly give leave to 
my other Reverend Brethren, that likewiſe 
are prepared to ſpeak here. The great Ob. 
jection of all is this, that the City is already 
exhauſled, and ſo much Money has been lent 
already, that there is no hope of lending any 
more; this is the grand Objection: But tru- 
55 Gentlemen, for my Part, this is one of 
the Chief Arguments 1 have to perſuade you 
to lend a little more, becauſe you have lent fo 
much. Give me leave to put you in Mind 
of that Story in the 2 of Linge xii. the 
Story of King Joaſh that came to viſit the 
Prophet Eliſha, when he was ready to breath 
out his laſt, the Prophet Eiiſba gives him a 
Bow and Arrows, and bids him ſhoot, he 
ſhoots, and bids him ſimte, he ſinites the 
Ground Thrice, then he ceaſed; the Prophet

terly conſumed the Aſſyrians, whereas now 
you ſhall ſmite them but three Times. Give 
me leave to apply this, Gentlemen, you have

Once, Twice and Thrice, indeed you have 
been the Fame of England, and the Repairers 
of England, and the Ornaments of England; 


ou have lent much, but let me tell you, you 


muſt {mite the Ground Five or Six Times, 
if ever you look to conſume the Afſjrians. 
It is 2 e Story of Johannes Elzemozi- 
narius, that when he had given even almoſt 
all he had to the Poor, his Friends were ex- 
ceeding angry with him, and told him he had 
undone himſelf; what was his Anſwer? O, 
faith he, I have not yet ſhed my Blood for 
Jeſus Chriſt, Jeſus Chriſt he emptied him- 
ſelf of his Divinity, to make us Rich he be- 
came Poor, and ſhed his Blood for you ; you 
have not yet made your ſelves ſo Poor as 
Jeſus Chriſt was, that had no Houſe to lodge 
in, and he did all this for your Sakes; you 
have not ſhed your Blood for the Canſe of 
Chriſt ;, we read that Moſes was willing 7 
be blotted out of the Book of Life for the 
Cauſe of God; and we read of Paul that he 
was willing to be accurſed for the People of 
Iſrael's Sake; and will nm not be willing 
to venture your earthly Proviſions for fo good

was never engag'd in the like? 

Religion hath produced all the Wealth you 


have, all your Wealth is but the Child of 
Religion; we have a Saying Religio peperit 


Divitias, & Divitiæ devorarunt matrem, 


Religion hath begot Wealth, and the Daugh- 
ter hath devoured the Mother, & filia devo- 
ravit matrem; but give me leave, and, I hope, 
thro' God's Bleſſing, you will invert this Say- 
ing, Religion hath got you all the Wealth

{phe now w1ll preſerve the Mother; ! 
hope Riches will preſerve Religion, and not 
Say Religion, A famous Example of 
Polames Nolinus, that when he had given all 
that he had away, and being ask'd, why he 
would give ſo much to the Poor? He gave 
this Anſwer, ut levins aſcenderem Scalam 
Jacobi, that I might the eaſier get up Jacob's 
Ladder; and let me aſſure you in the Word 
of a Miniſter, the contributing to this Cauſe 
for God's Sake, for the Glory of God, and 
for the Peace of the Goſpel, I ſay will be 
a Means to make you the ſooner aſcend up 
e Ladder; not for the giving of the 
oney, but for the Evidence of your Faith, 
through the Merits of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt,
